The City Commission of Flint, Michigan has enacted a 1 per cent 
income tax ordinance applicable to income earned beginning January 


1, 1964. The tax is imposed on: (1) all salaries, wages and other 
compensation of residents, and of nonresidents for work done or 
services performed in Flint; (2) net profits of all businesses, pro- 
fessions and other activities conducted in Flint by residents and non- 
residents; (3) the net profits of all corporations from business ac- 
tivities conducted in Flint; (4) all dividends, interest, capital gains 
less capital losses, income from estates and trusts, net profits from 
rentals and other income of residents, to the extent taxable under 
the federal Internal Revenue Code; and (5) capital gains less capital 
losses from sales and net profits from rentals of real and tangible 
personal property of nonresidents located in Flint. Individuals are 
allowed deductions for personal exemptions as authorized by the 
federal Internal Revenue Code. Each employer doing business within 
Flint must deduct from salaries and wages the tax of 1 per cent 
on compensation subject to tax after the deduction of personal ex- 
emptions. Flint will use the same withholding tables as those used 
by Detroit.
